WRITTEN DETERMINATION APPOINTING 
CAREY, SCOTT, DOUGLAS & KESSLER, PLLC AS 

OUTSIDE COUNSEL ON BEHALF OF THE GOVERNOR OF WEST VIRGINIA 

The Governor of West Virginia (hereinafter “Governor”) is seeking the assistance of 
outside counsel to assist with currently pending litigation. More specifically, the Governor is 
seeking legal assistance to defend litigation styled: G. Issac Sponaugle, IIIv. James Conley Justice, 
II, Case No. 18-0810, currently pending in the Supreme Court of Appeals of West Virginia. 

After submitting a proposal in response to Request For Proposals # 71 the law firm of 
Carey, Scott, Douglas & Kessler, PLLC was selected by the Governor and appointed by Written 
Determination dated July 10, 2018, to represent the Governor with respect to litigation styled: G. 
Issac Sponaugle, III v. James Conley Justice, II, Civil Action No. 18-P-217, then pending in the 
Circuit Court of Kanawha County. That civil action was subsequently dismissed by the Circuit 
Court of Kanawha County and the current proceeding was initiated in the Supreme Court of 
Appeals. As a result, the Governor’s legal interests are now, once again, at issue in this new 
proceeding. Due to the nature of the Supreme Court of Appeals proceeding, the similarity of the 
parties and legal interests, Carey, Scott’s familiarity with the same, die Governor’s continued 
confidence in Carey, Scott’s ability to represent his interests, and in the interests of efficiency and 
expeditiousness, the law firm of Carey, Scott’s appointment to represent the Governor is hereby 
extended and expanded to include representation of the Governor in G. Issac Sponaugle, III v. 
James Conley Justice, II, Case No. 18-0810, currendy pending in the Supreme Court of Appeals 
of West Virginia. 

Based on the factors set forth above, as evaluated by the Governor, the Office of the 
Attorney General authorizes the appointment of Carey, Scott, Douglas & Kessler, PLLC to serve 
as outside counsel for the legal matter cited herein pursuant to Section (E) of Policy # WVAGO- 
004.
